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Catch Tran If You Can 

The feds aren’t content with the OCDA dominating snitch scandals, so here’s one of their own

D uring 23 months of the ongo¬ 
ing Orange County snitch 
scandal, we’ve learned how 
certain courthouse prosecu¬ 
tion teams cheat, how law-enforcement 
officials concoct clever explanations 
about how they accidentally rigged cases 
against dozens of defendants, and how 

judges—the people 
obligated to ensure 
honestly won con¬ 
victions—are toler¬ 
ating, if not outright 
encouraging, a pro¬ 
government warp¬ 
ing of the criminal- 
justice system. 

Our reporting 
has focused on a 
myriad of state 
court abuses that 
have captured national attention. But 
there’s also cause for concern inside the 
Ronald Reagan Federal Courthouse in 
Santa Ana. One sensational, pending 
appellate case underscores how defen¬ 
dants can be robbed of key evidence while 
FBI agents, assistant United States attor¬ 
neys and judges shrug their shoulders. 

Vo Duong Tran of Louisiana and Yu 
Sung Park of Illinois are serving 30-year 
sentences for 2009 convictions stem¬ 
ming from a bizarre home-invasion rob¬ 
bery plot in Orange County. Bizarre not 
just because the conspiracy involved a 
machine gun, silencers, bulletproof vests, 
the threat of wiping out any early arriv¬ 
ing cops, and the expected plundering 
of cash and cocaine from inside a Foun¬ 
tain Valley residence near Mile Square 
Park—but also because Tran and Park are 
former lawmen. 

Through hundreds of hours of sur¬ 
reptitious recordings and various other 
surveillance tactics, prosecutors compiled 
evidence of guilt. And a jury has also 
spoken. But the case is notable because 
of a post-conviction discovery. Prosecu¬ 
tors hid from jurors the FBI’s sweet¬ 
heart—eyebrow-raising, really—deal with 
a Southern California underworld figure 
used to nab the duo. That omission wasn’t 
inconsequential, according to the defense. 
The concealment struck at the heart of 
their claim that the agency conducted an 
unseemly vendetta against Tran. 

Once an 11-year-old South Vietnam 
boat refugee fleeing communism with 
his family in 1978, Tran grew up in Con¬ 
necticut. By 1992, he worked as an FBI 
special agent in Chicago. Nearly a decade 
later, his tenure fell into turmoil. Agency 
management revoked his top-secret 
security clearance and, believing he was a 


criminal, terminated him on April Fool’s 
Day 2003. Tran believes the FBI acts con¬ 
stituted discrimination. 

There is proof fellow agents loathed 
him. According to court records, they 
raided Tran’s home without a warrant 
to search for compromising records; and 
then saw a budding criminal case against 
him collapse. In February 2006, federal 
Judge Linda T. Walker declared the raid 
illegal and, thus, banned the fruit of the 
search from court. Walker also blasted 
two FBI agents for telling “inconsisten¬ 
cies” about their pursuit of Tran, whom 
she found “more credible.” 

The fired agent moved to New Orleans 
and became the accomplished owner of 
multiple Verizon Wireless stores. Tran’s 


earnings topped $800,000 in 2007, 
according to his income-tax return. With 
his girlfriend, he became a family man 
with two young kids. 

But the FBI remained determined to 
bring him down. For more than a year, 
they conducted wiretaps and monitored 
his activities without success. Then, with 
the help of the Fountain Valley Police 
Department, special agents in Orange 
County found an informant identified 
in court records as Trung “Alex” Dao. A 
financial adviser by day and Vietnamese 
gangster/con artist by night, Dao worked 
as an around-the-clock government snitch 
deeply tied to Asian gangs. 

With the encouragement of the FBI, 
Dao attempted to involve Tran in crimi¬ 
nal enterprises, including identity theft, 
extortion and narcotics sales. The schem¬ 
ing failed before agents found the scam 
that finally landed their suspect in hand¬ 
cuffs: the home-invasion robbery plan. 

The FBI located a vacant house and let 


Dao sell Tran on the notion of hitting the 
property because it belonged to a cocaine 
dealer who had at least $50,000 cash and 
wouldn’t complain to authorities. The 
secret government agent constructed the 
case by supplying the theoretical crime. 

He also lobbied Tran to use his friend, 
Park, for backup, a move aimed to satisfy 
future conspiracy charges, and had them 
both fly in from out of state, making the 
imaginary robbery an interstate crime, too. 

Tran says he played along with Dao’s 
robbery idea in hopes of getting him 
arrested, becoming a hero and return¬ 
ing to law enforcement—even to the 
FBI. His lawyers described his damning 
recorded statements as “puffing... to gain 
Dao’s trust.” That story seems weak or, 


at least, the musings of a knucklehead. 
Outside of Hollywood flicks, where do 
such events happen? 

Nevertheless, the FBI had Tran and 
Park where they wanted them when the 
pair flew into Los Angeles International 
Airport and arrived at a Ramada Inn in 
Fountain Valley. A law-enforcement tech¬ 
nical team monitored telephone activities. 
Overhead and out of sound range, a heli¬ 
copter hovered. More than 100 officers, 
including a massive SWAT team, pounced. 
After winning convictions, Assistant 
United States Attorney Robert Keenan 
told reporters he’d removed “dangerous 
people” from society. 

Tran continues to insist he is the victim 
of an unethical FBI conspiracy that wasn’t 
going to end until it found an excuse for 
an arrest. There’s no doubt the agency 
invested heavily into winning. They leased 
a Little Saigon-area condominium for 
Dao, paid the informant’s restaurant and 
bar tabs, and reimbursed him for airfares 


moxley 
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and stays at the Bellagio Hotel and Casino 
in Las Vegas. They even named their work 
“Operation Blue Dagger” and gave their 
husky target a cuisine code name: “BLT.” 

But government officials wanted the 
jury relatively clueless about how badly 
they craved a victory over Tran. Keenan 
partly shielded his case from a defense 
onslaught against Dao, a convicted felon, 
by keeping him off the witness stand. 
Arguably more important, defense lawyers 
now claim the government violated the 
U.S. Constitution’s Brady requirement that 
prosecution teams surrender before trial 
evidence that is exculpatory for a defen¬ 
dant or impeaches a government witness. 

Indeed, they misled the jury about 
the financial resources employed in the 
case. An FBI agent testified Dao received 
$45,000 for his services. In reality, the 
agency agreed to give him $500,000, plus 
another $94,000 in expenses for about six 
months of undercover work, according to 
court records. 

The only reason we know the terms is 
because a year after the trial, Dao filed a 
claim against the agency, disclosed the con¬ 
tract, demanded payment, blasted Keenan 
for risking his life by naming him in court 
and demanded entry into the federal wit¬ 
ness relocation program (WITSEC). 

Defense lawyers say the secrecy sabo¬ 
taged a valid argument that the FBI’s con¬ 
duct had, at a minimum, been suspicious. 
Their appeals to U.S. District Court Judge 
Andrew J. Guilford are instructive about 
how the system favors prosecutors. At 
the time of the trial, the withholding of 
Dao’s lucrative contract could have been 
declared a Brady breach, but prosecutors 
know they enjoy an advantage that almost 
always renders their sneaky strategy moot 
at the appeal stage. That’s when a judge 
must apply a nearly impossible standard- 
one demanding legislative reform: Was 
the government’s deceit “so serious that 
there is a reasonable probability that the 
suppressed evidence would have pro¬ 
duced a different verdict”? 

Applying that criteria on Oct. 16, Guil¬ 
ford labeled evidence of guilt “abundant” 
and dismissed Park’s motion to set aside 
the verdict. The 42-year-old inmate will 
continue living in a Minnesota peniten¬ 
tiary. The judge is giving Tran, 48 and 
residing inside a New Jersey prison, more 
time to argue. Barring judicial relief, the 
men are scheduled to be freed in 2034.

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S ometime in October, workers whitewashed a Mexican-themed mural in Santa 
Ana that had adorned the two-story offices of Spanish-language weekly Excel¬ 
sior for more than a decade. It was a simple—even trite—thing, really, purport¬ 
ing to depict a day in the life of this most Mexican of cities: a mom with a baby 
stroller, fruit vendors and a student reaching for the sky, with everyone walking in front 
of yet another mural showing baile folklorico, a soccer player and a mariachi. 

Hundreds of thousands of people saw this untitled mise-en-scene as they drove on 
Grand Street over the years. It became part of their daily landscape, so taken for granted 
that no one really noticed anything amiss until the Weekly broke the story in early 
November. Public shock, sadness and outrage followed, all hurled at the building’s cur¬ 
rent owner, mega-developer Mike Harrah... and then, nothing. 

Such is the sad state of Chicano murals in OC. They’ve been up since the 1970s and 
’80s, painted with much fanfare at a time when Republicans hadn’t yet demonized 
public-funded art, when city officials blessed them as community projects that beauti¬ 
fied barren walls in working-class neighborhoods. From Anaheim to Placentia, Irvine 


Valley College to Capistrano Beach, dozens of pieces dotted la naranja —some adorning 
garages, others spanning hundreds of feet. 

And they’re now slowly, collectively disappearing. 

The elements and time remain the most obvious enemy, but a far more pernicious 
foe has emerged in the past 15 years: indifference. Few people care about fundraising to 
preserve the Chicano murals, assuming they’ll stand forever. New developments level the 
buildings and walls that offered a home, as a new generation consider the faded relics 
blighted. More ominously, politicians, police officers and landlords now decry these once- 
accepted landmarks as divisive, seeking to have them criminalized—or just destroyed. 

Enough’s enough. It’s time we collectively care, collectively treasure OC’s Chicano 
murals. Love your Wyland whales, your apolitical street art, your elementary-school 
pastorals or the many walls depicting Orange County’s past through nostalgic, false pas¬ 
tels. But Chicano murals are an indelible part of our history, public documents of a time 
and place that is fast disappearing. There’s about a dozen once-majestic, now-peeling 
beauties left. No one cares about them—so all of us should before it’s too late.

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C hicano murals entered Orange County in the 

1970s at the height of el movimiento. Academics 
praised the works that popped up in barrios; the 
murals tackled everything from police brutality 
to indigenous tropes to Mexican history to the agricultural 
workers that once served as OC’s de facto slaves. Despite 
the touchy subjects, politicians funded artists with city 
grants, asking they solicit community input and help to 
document neighborhood pride. Speaking about a five-part 
collaboration on a wall in the Santa Nita barrio, Santa Ana 
High School’s student newspaper, The Generator, com¬ 
mented in 1991, “[The mural] stands with pride knowing 
that four young men from the neighborhood had the cour¬ 
age to beautify their neighborhood expressing their talent. 
People of all ages ... know that the mural represents their 
past and their future.” 

The Chicano mural movement became part of OC’s art life. 
The Bowers Museum held workshops on the genre through 
the 1980s; at UC Irvine, Judy Baca trained a generation of 
artists while continuing work on The Great Wall of Los Ange¬ 
les, a half-mile-long masterpiece in Los Angeles thought 
to be the longest of its type in the world. The monied set 
respected the scene enough that Orange Coast was moved 
to write in 1989, “As a strong [Latino] middle class emerges 
and basic needs are no longer of immediate concern, a com¬ 
munity starts to pay more attention to the finer things in life, 
including its cultural and artistic growth.”

Natural wear and tear inspired fully funded restoration 
projects in the early 1990s, usually done by the original art¬ 
ists. But it was all a facade. Fact is, Orange County has a long, 
nasty history of fighting Mexican-themed murals. In the late 
1930s, trustees with the Fullerton Union High School District 
ordered a WPA-commissioned mural in the city’s Plummer 
Auditorium painted over, deeming it “vulgar” for showing a 
big-bosomed Mexican woman. And by the beginning of this 
century, those old ways were in full force. 

In 2002, Fountain Valley officials tore down a wall that fea¬ 
tured a 600-foot-long installation painted by legendary Mexican 
artist Sergio O’Cadiz, arguing the wall was an earthquake haz¬ 
ard. Three years later, business owners in Old Town Placentia 
succeeded in erasing a 70-foot-long mural that had just been 
unveiled by Cal State Fullerton’s MEChA chapter. Titled Cul¬ 
tural Self-Determination Prevents Youth Incarceration, it depicted 
Latino students working on their education and the grim future 
for those who didn’t: a pair of shackled hands behind bars. But 
angry shopkeepers complained it promoted gangs, and the mural 
got a coat of white paint. » CONTINUED ON PAGE 14 
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The war against Chicano murals has only escalated since. 

In 2008, then-Fullerton City Council member Shawn Nelson 
(now an OC Supervisor) said during a council meeting, “We 
need to get rid of that crap, like, right now,” referring to a 
Lemon Street overpass filled with pachucos, lowriders and a 
woman in a sombrero. Nelson claimed they promoted gangs— 
never mind that the mural was painted in 1978 as a project by 
an anti-graffiti initiative or that a council member at the time 
told the Fullerton Tribune, “This is one of the happiest days 
of [my] life, where the... community can organize and get 
together to make their community better.” In San Juan Cap¬ 
istrano, a mural originally painted in 1994 to promote solidar¬ 
ity between Mexican and white students after a spate of racist 
incidents became a flashpoint for parents and anti-immigrant 
activists fighting the district’s Latino outreach. 

Even more preposterous was the campaign against Emig- 
dio Vasquez, OC’s most famous muralist and someone whose 
works decorate everything from Anaheim City Hall to an 
old bus terminal in downtown Santa Ana. In 2009, when the 
Orange County district attorney’s office tried to impose a gang 
injunction in Orange’s Cypress Street barrio, they claimed 
his mural, Tribute to the Chicano Working Class, was a gang 
symbol. Prosecutors relied on a report by the Orange Police 
Department that claimed the mural promoted “rebellion 
against a perceived oppressive government.”

And those are just the famous cases. Others have disappeared with little fanfare: 
another Vasquez mural that adorned a Mexican restaurant that stood across the 
street from Glover Stadium in Anaheim, destroyed early last decade. One depicting 
Aztec mythology at Tustin High School, painted in the late 1970s by the school’s 
MEChA chapter, mysteriously disappeared last decade. Those that remain are a 
collection of flakes and chips; Vasquez’s magnum opus, Memories of the Past and 
Images of the Present, which stretches across the outside of a liquor store in Ana¬ 
heim and was created to commemorate the Little People’s Park Riot of 1978, is little 
more than ghostly outlines now. And just this year, El Patio in Capistrano Beach 
planted bushes that will obscure a mural dating back to the 1970s featuring a UFW 
flag, an Aztec pyramid and more (poor Emiliano Zapata’s face is now covered by 
what resembles a spruce). » CONTINUED ON PAGE 16

Some people care. Emigdio Vasquez’s son Higgy success¬ 
fully restored the Cypress Street mural that the district attor¬ 
ney’s office tried to criminalize. The daughter of O’Cadiz, 
Maria del Pilar O’Cadiz, has started lecturing about her 
father’s oeuvre (see “Sergio O’Cadiz: El Artist,” Oct. 4,2012). 
Community groups have reignited the mural movement in 
Santa Ana, although most of their results are defanged of 
any radical meaning. And the California Historical Society is 
researching a proposal to host an exhibit on Southern Califor¬ 
nia’s contested Chicano murals, an initiative they’ve asked me 
to weigh in on (my words to them: ’bout damn time). 

But those are just individual efforts—or, in the case of the 
Historical Society, outsiders who appreciate our heritage 
more than us. So what to do? The reality is money: restor¬ 
ing and upkeeping outdoor canvases costs tens of thousands 
of dollars—each one. None of OC’s art patrons has ever 
expressed particular interest in preserving Chicano murals, 
and the county’s Latino upper class considers them declasse. 
Crowd-funding efforts never work; city councils are loathe to 
commit money in an era of tight budgets. Maybe hit up OC’s 
museums or millionaire artists? Wyland? Please—and he has 
to fight to keep his own stuff around. 

Really, all we can do is be vigilant. The Visual Artists 
Rights Act of 1990 requires landlords who wish to destroy 
public art give the artist 90 days notice; violation of that can 
lead to legal action (in a famous LA case, the creator of a 
nine-story-tall mural depicting the artist Ed Ruscha won $1.1 
million in 2008). Protect them from desecration, from van¬ 
dals rich and not. 

Or, at the very least, know your Chicano murals. These 
pages feature a sampling of OC’s more endangered murals, 
with more photos online. Check them out in person. Visit the 
neighborhoods that house them, talk to the natives. Know 
your OC history—whether you’re Mexican-American or not, 
they’re part of our narrative. 

Most important? Care.

You have to venture into Brea’s backcountry to find Stone’s Smokehouse & BBQ, 

but it’s worth it

T he address of Stone’s Smoke¬ 
house & BBQ officially says 
Brea, but it’s actually in the 
area locals refer to as Carbon 
Canyon. More specifically, it’s in the vil¬ 
lage of Olinda, a tiny, isolated hamlet 
tucked amongst the chaparral-covered 
wilderness of Chino Hills State Park. To 
get to it, you need to drive east on Lam¬ 
bert, past the oil fields and the new tract 
homes, until the lanes shrink to become 
Carbon Canyon Road, a curvy two-lane 
shortcut route to Chino Hills that twists 
and turns for 8 miles through steep can¬ 
yons and narrow passes. You might spot a 
coyote or two on your journey. 

About a third of the way into the back- 
country, you’ll see a mobile-home park. 
Take the next left. If you find yourself in a 
parking lot with rumbling Harley-David- 
sons, you’re in the right place. Stone’s 
Smokehouse is popular with bikers, as 
well it should be. It’s essentially a road¬ 
house that serves beer and down-home 
American food that you would expect 
from roadhouses of its ilk. 

The restaurant is split into two parts: 
a dining room and a hall with long, lac¬ 
quered wood tables and benches. The 
hall resembles a converted barn. Wagon- 
wheel chandeliers dangle from the ceil¬ 
ing; throughout the space, there are more 
cattle horns and saddles than you’d expect 
to find inside any building not located in 
Frontierland. A sign between two revolv¬ 
ers carved from wood reads, “We Don’t 
Call 911” while another says, “Y’All Come 
Back Now, Y’Hear?” About the only thing 
missing are peanut shells on the floor and 
an albino playing a banjo. 


Stone’s has only been open since sum¬ 
mer, replacing a Mexican joint. But if you 
were told it’s been there forever, you’d 
believe it—it looks timeless. Someday 
soon, its owners hope to invite country- 
music acts to play on the hall’s small riser. 
In the meantime, it’s where they host 
open-mic nights and karaoke. 

Though it may be tempting to go to 
Stone’s on weekend nights to show off the 
roar of your own hog or wear a bolo tie, 
the best time to come is during Sunday 
brunch—and not just because daylight 
makes the trek less treacherous. Brunch 
brings the regular menu, the lunch spe¬ 
cials and eight additional items, including 
a breakfast burrito that weighs about 2 
pounds. If you order the burrito, cut it in 
half first—it’s nigh impossible to finish in 
one sitting. It becomes obvious why when 
you see its cross-section: packed solid 
with meat—either tri tip or tender pulled 
pork—plus just enough scrambled eggs, 
cubed potatoes, cheese and chunks of 
avocado to fill in the rest. 

If you’re not a breakfast-burrito-for- 
brunch kind of person, the kitchen actu¬ 
ally offers eggs Benedict (albeit with 
smoked salmon and chipotle in the hol- 
landaise) and bottomless mimosas, each 
for $10.95. But when you’re here and your 
waitress looks as if she’s two auditions 
away from being the next Carrie Under¬ 
wood, you feel almost obligated to order 
something less froufrou and Yankee—such 
as the Stone’s Skillet, two fistfuls of tater 
tots served in a small cast-iron pan and 
smothered with good chili, melted cheese, 
more eggs, sour cream and chives. And to 
wash it down: coffee, black, in a foam cup. 


Best yet, you don’t have to pay for the cof¬ 
fee—it comes free with the meal. 

If you do want barbecue, the Lunch 
Special price for a combo—with baby 
backs, a quarter of a chicken, plus one 
side—undercuts what Lucille’s charges 
by at least three bucks. The ribs come out 
pre-shellacked in the usual sticky sauce, 
the meat falling apart with just a tug of 
your teeth. The chicken, however, is an 
exemplary example of a barbecued bird, 
bursting with juice. The sides are also 
great, especially a cold potato salad show¬ 
ered with crumbled bacon and chopped 
scallions, as well as a refreshing coleslaw 
with hints of mint. 

One of the best dishes you can have 
at Stone’s is the fish and chips, which is 
advertised on a hand-painted sign you 
pass along the road if you’re coming from 
Chino Hills. It’s a whole breaded catfish 
filet, fried to order and served greaseless. 
In fact, anything that comes out of Stone’s 
deep fryers is a guaranteed winner. The 
hot wings (which can be coated in Buf¬ 
falo or barbecue sauce, even served half 
and half) are consistently crisp. The fried 
zucchini are as delicate as tempura. And 
though the kitchen might not always have 
Twinkies in stock to be deep-fried for its 
most popular dessert, you can bet when 
they’re available, those bikers will be the 
first to order ’em.

L aurent Brazier has always cut an 
imposing figure in the OC food 
world—how can't he? Tall, built like a 
tight end, with a gleaming dome and an 
assertive French accent, Brazier first 
made waves the past decade with his 
Picayo in Laguna Beach, which brought 
Gallic charm to the seaside town. He 
then opened La Cuisine Culinary Arts, a 
Costa Mesa cooking school that teaches 
everything from knife skills to sauces. 
And only the best OC foodie parties get 
catered by his team. 

Earlier this year, Brazier opened Bistro 
Papillote, a small place at the OC Mix with 
a tiny dining room, an outdoor patio and a 
counter cut from the seating by a walkway. 
That's him usually in the kitchen, separated 
from the world by a window, as if he's in 
a display case for everyone to gawk at. 

If Brazier is bothered by the staring eyes 
of hipsters on their way to Portola in the 
morning, it doesn't show in his unflap¬ 
pable demeanor or his excellent food. He 
doesn't go for the flair of Picayo or try to 
keep up with his neighbors (Taco Maria, 
Pueblo, ARC). This is French cuisine at its 
most rustic. The crepes, whether sweet or 
savory, are airy yet substantial—Nutella, a 
hearty ratatouille, a breakfast crepe heavy 
on the Mornay sauce. Better are the sand¬ 
wiches: a worthy muffaletta, a simple one 
of ham and Swiss cheese enlivened by 
cornichons, and a croque monsieur that's 
like eating a buttery pillow, so filling and 
comfy it is. Brazier's strong, expert hand 
is on everything: The tarts have perfect 
crusts, and the quiches are almost milky. 
Even something as simple as roasted 
vegetables—Brussel sprouts, asparagus 
and cauliflower, to be exact—become 
extraordinary with the addition of herbs 
and butter. And speaking of butter: I'm sure 
you'll find half a stick in his escargot. 

This is a cute place, perfect for a quick 
meal and to spend some time catching up 
on your reads. The only real issue I have 
with Papillote is the lack of hot sauce. Yeah, 
it's a French restaurant, and the French are 
all about cultural integrity. But we are in 
Mexico after all.... Vive la difference!

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Cheese and zaatar sphiha at Al Amir Bakery 


T here are so many iterations of 
the post-Pieology pizza joint 
these days, it’s hard to tell them 
apart. But the new Al Amir 
Bakery in Irvine is immediately distin¬ 
guishable from the rest. 

First, the dining room is sparse, as though 
the contractors stopped mid-job. Second, 
while it serves what can be thought of as 
pizzas—they’re round, slid into an oven, 
have toppings and a thin crust—they are not 
pizzas. Rather, they’re sphihas—but what’s 
a sphiha? It’s the Lebanese term for fresh- 
baked flat bread topped with all manner of 
delicious things, including zaatar (an herb 
mixture with thyme) and soujouk (sausage). 

If you read this humble rag, you’d also 
know that Al Amir is a branch of the 
Anaheim institution that predated all the 
Pieologies and Blazes by at least a decade. 
And when you go to either of Al Amir’s 
locations, ignore the sphiha with onions,

mushroom and peppers actually called 
“pizza.” It’s nearly double the price of 
the others, but doesn’t taste much differ¬ 
ent than something from a frozen box of 
Celeste. What you want is everything else, 
especially the cheese and zaatar, a harmo¬ 
nious union of tangy cheese bubbled over 
the pesto-like greenness of the ubiquitous 
Middle Eastern herb mix. You eat it trying 
to avoid burning the roof of your mouth, 
marveling how the hot-out-of-the-oven, 
thin, crispy-chewy crust rivals the best 
slices in New York.

Prego Martini at Prego 

Y ou might have noticed that whenever my 
byline appears with this column, I talk 
about food in the first few paragraphs, then 
the drink. This is because whenever I imbibe 
anything alcoholic, I'm usually doing so dur¬ 
ing happy hour. Why would I pay full price for 
booze when I can have it for less—and eat 
some discounted food, to boot? 

Prego's happy hour is especially nice: 
pizzas with puffy crusts for $5, a tender 
grilled calamari steak drizzled with lemon 
and diavola for $6, and six bucks for aran- 
cini bursting meat sauce and cheese. And 
to pair with it? Not the $4.50 draft beer nor 
the $4.75 house wine, but the drink that 
bears the restaurant's name: the Prego 
martini, a pinkish cocktail whose fruitiness 
is sweet but never cloying. 


THE DRINK 

Since it's essentially 
a mix of the blueberry 
and pomegranate 
flavors of vodka from 
Pinnacle—a brand 
that I found out later 
boasts a Cinnabon 
and pumpkin pie fla¬ 
vor, if you can believe 
it—it's not really a 
martini. Butthe drink 
does have a splash 
of cranberry juice and a squeeze of lime, which 
tastes especially good againstthe cheese- and 
seafood-heavy apps. 

No, I don't know how much the drink costs 
outside of happy hour, and I don't intend to 
order it during any other time. But between 4 
and 7 p.m., it's $6.50 at the bar—and only on 
weekdays. And that's cheap enough for me!

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Christmas Packages 

In The Night Before, Seth Rogen and company grow up—again

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H ow funny, really, are dick pics? 
Millions of them must be 
snapped and shared each year, 
as inducement or harassment, 
celebration or shaming. Perhaps Harper’s 
Index could tell us the tonnage of coal 
mined each year to power the transmis¬ 
sion of American crotches. So when a dick 
pic turns up in a raunchy R-rated comedy, 
the shock isn’t what we’re beholding. The 
shock is the very idea that we might be 
shocked, that the penises feel so fussed 
over and spliced in. Much funnier than the 
flash of flesh is imagining the meetings in 
which studio dopes argue over how many 
frames we can take. Their prudishness 
over the surprise dicks meant to jolt some 
exposition in Spy threw the comedy into 
brief incoherence; the pics flitted primly 
past, just a hair slower than subliminal 
messages. Confused viewers might have 
thought lyler Durden had spiked the reel. 

Credit hit-and-miss holiday comedy 
The Night Before, then, for the courage of 
its dick-pic convictions. The first couple 
play as the usual wan transgression, as 
if the filmmakers believe there are still 
Margaret Dumonts around to gasp, “Why, 
I never!” But for once, the movie camera 
doesn’t shy away from what our real- 
life cameras are down with. Seth Rogen 
doesn’t either—for the second time, he 
seems to have grown past the comedy 
of gay panic. The Night Before stars the 
game-for-anything near-adult Rogen of 
Neighbors, who was up for jolly stream¬ 
crossing watersports with Zac Efron, not 
the shrill, sour oaf behind The Interview. 


His schmo here is flattered and impressed 
when, tripping on mushrooms, he gets 
texted a surprise junk shot. After a couple 
of admiring responses and a few more 
dicks, Rogen (let’s not bother pretending 
his characters’ names matter) gets asked if 
he’d like to handle it. Rather than blanch, 
he beams, confessing that that’s not really 
his thing, but that he did once touch 
another boy’s at camp. 

That’s all sweet, a sort of one-act 
illustration of the tension in all Rogen’s 
comedies: If his characters so relish the 
company of men, why not go whole hog? 
But it’s not exactly funny. In fact, it was 
only The Night Before’s fifth or sixth dick 
that got me laughing, the one in which 
it’s a scene’s giddy capper, played like yet 
another gotcha celebrity cameo. 

That run of jokes is The Night Before 
in essence. (It’s directed and co-written 
by Jonathan Levine, best known for The 
Wackness and 50/50.) Here’s a cohort of 
likable guys—Anthony Mackie and Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt—doing the things you 
expect in Rogen films: hanging, laughing, 
toking, rapping old songs, learning life 
lessons already learned in other Rogen 
films. At first, the laughs are Hangover 
Ill-spare and the picture is too shambling 
to lunge for them. But these leftovers 
warm up eventually. The usual setups at 
last develop variations, and you might 
be reminded of why audiences first 
responded to Rogen back in Knocked Up. 

Here, the star peaks in his go-for-broke 
bad-trip freakouts, first in a bar bath¬ 
room, where his character rages against 


his unborn son, and then in bookending 
scenes of blasphemy surrounding a mid¬ 
night Mass. These are funny and coura¬ 
geous and probably caused Sony fits: Last 
year, it was the North Koreans; this year, 
it’ll be Fox’s not-much-more-reasonable 
War On Christmas squad. It’s not the 
drugs and the peen and the public puking 
that’s funny—it’s what you do with them. 

There’s a plot, cribbed from Gene 
Kelly and Stanley Donen’s It’s Always 
Fair Weather, that not-quite-a-sequel to 
On the Town: Old friends reconvene for 
a ritualistic New York night out—in this 
case, the latest in a series of stoned-dude 
Christmases—but find that adult life has 
snuffed their youthful spark. The story’s 
perfunctory, and there’s little feeling in 
it. For long chunks, I forgot that Gordon- 
Levitt’s commitment-phobe songwriter 
is also the character in the Kelly role, the 
one we’re supposed to be rooting for to 
find love, here with a grinning dirty-talker 
played by Lizzy C apian. 

Instead, the film is a revue. There are 
four musical numbers, one by a pop-star 
ringer. Michael Shannon turns up as a 
Christmas Carol -inspired drug dealer, 
offering the joints of Christmases past, 
present and future. There are walk-on 
guest stars, some playing themselves. 
There’s a Santa brawl, a parkour foot chase, 
some undistinguished vehicular mayhem, 
creaky speeches about the meaning of 
friendship and the magic of Christmas, and 
a Broad City/Die Hard crossover that vio¬ 
lates the story’s every pretense of believ- 
ability. (That last one’s not a complaint.) 


James Franco turns up, at his most 
ingratiating and self-lampooning, to 
entice Rogen and Mindy Kaling with the 
promise of a threesome—and to remind 
us that, these days, Rogen’s feeling open- 
minded rather than easily skeeved. In 
fleeting moments, Mackie and Gordon- 
Levitt exhibit their physical grace, but 
the dancing and leaping isn’t framed to 
the actors’ advantage. (Kelly and Donen 
weep!) There’s so much to pack in that 
most of these scenes get no time to 
breathe and build. 

The exception: the scenes that come 
just when most audiences will be ach¬ 
ing for the credits to roll. As revues go, 
this one is indifferently paced, with all 
the heartfelt and dramatic stuff coming 
after the big ending. These predictable 
reconciliations are well-acted and, as they 
go on, studded with unpredictable jokes, 
recalling the richer emotions of 50/50, 
which starred Rogen and Gordon-Levitt. 
But it’s all too late, and those moments are 
followed by yet another song, and then a 
second blowout ending powered by still 
another celebrity cameo. It’s exhausting, 
possibly a sign of fearful neediness: Boys 
today show you their dicks first thing, 
then spend forever trying to prove what 
nice guys they are.

THE HUNGER GAMES: 

MOCKINGJAY-PART 2 With 
the spectacular The Hunger Games: 
Mockingjay - Part 2, the best in the 
series, Jennifer Lawrence closes out 
the franchise that made her the biggest 
star of her generation. Since The Hunger 
Games started in 2012, she's starred in 
four of them and only six of everything 
else. Luckily, those other films took her to 
the Academy Awards twice, which makes 
the 25-year-old the face of Hollywood's 
two career tracks: blockbuster royalty 
and the prestige nominee. But with the 
franchise's powerful climax, Lawrence 
has managed to align her parallel 
Hollywood lives and reinvent the pres¬ 
tigious popcorn flick, a crowd-pleaser 
with intelligent class. The series is no 
longer primarily interested in just one 
girl's survival—and, thankfully, it's barely 
engaged with the love triangle that author 
Suzanne Collins had to flog to keep fans 
interested until she reached her real goal: 
Mo ekingja\/s large, cynical questions 
about sacrifice and success. (Which, in 
book form, were almost too dense—the 
filmmakers were right to divide the 
last volume in two.) In the first Hunger 
Games film, we were simply meant to 
care whether Katniss Everdeen won. 
Three movies later, as Katniss helps Alma 
Coin (Julianne Moore) defeat the Capitol 
and destroy President Snow (Donald 
Sutherland), the series has become about 
how horrible it can be to win. It sticks 
us in that brutal stretch of a war where 
everyone knows the imminent outcome, 
but half will have to die to accomplish it. 

In victory, Katniss' friends aren't much 
better than her foes. In her name, rebels 
cheer the Snow-allied District 2's civilian 
dead just as TV audiences once cheered 
the Hunger Games arena. "Sometimes 
killing isn't personal," advises heart- 
throb Gale (Liam Hemsworth). Katniss is 
aghast. Isn't that even worse? (PG-13) 
Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

LOVE THE COOPERS What a difference 
a comma makes—or would make, in the 
case of Jessie Nelson's lumpy, wretch¬ 
edly unfunny Love the Coopers, whose 
title commands us to love people it's 
impossible even to like. Diane Keaton and 
John Goodman head up a family that's 
supposed to be delightfully dysfunctional 
but is really just a clutch of ill-conceived 
characters forced into sub-sitcom 
situations: Son Ed Helms is a deflated, 
divorced dad who's been hiding his 
joblessness from his family for months; 
daughter Olivia Wilde feels misunder¬ 
stood by her parents and acts out like 
an unbearable two-year-old. To make 
things extra-complicated, Mom and Dad 
are planning to separate just after the 
Christmas holiday—they can't take it any¬ 
more, and by the end of Love the Coopers, 
neither can we. There are one or two 
places where the picture almost ignites: 
Alan Arkin plays the family's gruff-love 
granddad, who has befriended a diner 
waitress (Amanda Seyfried)—at one point 
he tells her that he feels closer to her 
than to anyone else, and their tender kin¬ 
ship is the most believable element of the 
movie. Otherwise, if you've been wishing 
and hoping for a movie in which June 
Squibb—here playing a dementia-riddled 
relative named Aunt Fishy—shows her 
underpants yet again, you'll love Love 
the Coopers. For the rest of us, to know 
them is to hate them. (PG-13) Stephanie

BRIDGE OF SPIES Steven Spielberg's 
true-story Cold War procedural Bridge of 
Spies has a wintry chill. The colors are 
gray and green, the skin tones pale as 
frozen fish, and the film stock fuzzed and 
snowy. Our protagonist, James Donovan 
(Tom Hanks) spends half the movie waylaid 
by a cold and takes his important meetings 
huddled over scotch, as if for warmth. 

It's easy to feel how the US and Russia 
thought this permafrost would last forever. 
The story starts in 1957, the year Donovan 
was drafted to defend Russian spy Rudolf 
Abel (Mark Rylance) on three indictments 
of thermonuclear espionage. Abel, a 
sallow man with a tight frown and lilting 
eyebrows, was never going to be acquit¬ 
ted. With his client's guilt already decided, 
Donovan earns his pay merely by yanking 
Abel from the electric chair. Most people in 
America, the government included, would 
prefer he hadn't. But Donovan, a former 
insurance litigator, thinks Abel is valuable 
collateral. In the second act, set five years 
later as East Germany erects the Berlin 
Wall, Donovan has a chance to prove it by 
attempting to trade Abel to the Russians 
in exchange for Yankee pilot Francis Gary 
Powers (Austin Stowell), captured on a 
mission to photograph Soviet territory. 
Spielberg elbows us with the hypocrisy: 
We'd like our man back unharmed, even 
though we screamed to lynch theirs. 

Rather than examine the shifting loyalties 
of film noir, Spielberg purposefully drains 
the plot of intrigue. We're never in doubt 
where anyone stands. With the uses and 
themes established, Bridge of Spies is free 
to ask a more modern question: Are the 
good guys that much better than the bad?

THE MARTIAN Desperation, anxiety, 
stubbornly saying yes to survival: If grand 
struggles are your thing, there are plenty in 
Ridley Scott's The Martian, based on Andy 
Weir's novel, which was first self-published 
in 2011 and then picked up by Crown in 
2014—itself a rare seedling that took root 
against all odds. In both novel and movie, 
American astronaut Mark Watney is 
stranded on Mars when his fellow crew 
members leave him for dead after a fero¬ 
cious dust storm. He comes to, alone on 
a planet indifferent to his existence, and 
presumes he's simply going to die. But he 
doesn't: Even on a dust-dry rock, Watney 
figures out how to make water; using his 
own excrement for manure, he succeeds 
in conjuring an indoor potato field. And 
because he's a scientist—a botanist—he 
keeps a log of his experiences, one 
that's both specific in its technical detail 
and cheerfully colloquial. His interior 
monologues have a "Hey, I might end up 
dead!" esprit. Heavy on science patter, The 
Martian is all about problem-solving; cozy 
American ingenuity burns brightly in its 
heart. It's only partly a story about a man 
in peril; it's mostly a story about men (and 
a few women) taking control of the uncon¬ 
trollable. It's confident, swaggering science 
fiction, not the despairing kind. That may be 
why, as elaborate and expensive-looking 
as The Martian is, it's almost totally lacking 
in poetry. This is an overwhelming picture, 
oversized in its scope and ambition, and 
the actors get ground in the machinery— 
except for Matt Damon. His Watney is the 
only one worth feeling anything for, and 


whatever The Martian's problems may be, 
Damon is undoubtedly the best thing in it.

MISS YOU ALREADY British comedian 
Morwenna Banks has written one of the 
year's best scripts, a bitterly funny tear- 
jerker that sees cancer patients as full 
people: not just heroes, not just victims, 
but complicated human beings attempting 
to stand strong in a world that's turned 
to quicksand. Before her diagnosis, Toni 
Collette's Milly, an ex-party girl, sucked 
up all the oxygen in the room. Once she's 
ill, everyone who loves her is at risk of 
suffocation, especially childhood BFF 
Jess (Drew Barrymore), who's so wary of 
stealing Milly's spotlight that she's afraid 
to announce her own pregnancy. Most 
cancer dramas pretend to find real truths 
in the face of death. Their sad saints go 
off to the grave embracing religion and 
family like a tidy parting gift. Miss You 
Already is slipperier. Milly, the daughter 
of a shallow actress (Jacqueline Bisset), 
is terrified of losing her sex appeal. Her 
mood depends on whether she can find a 
gorgeous wig or convince her husband to 
touch her after a double mastectomy. Her 
needs aren't noble, but they're human. 
Milly and Jess' friendship is the founda¬ 
tion of the film, which is why it's rotten 
luck that the usually charming Barrymore 
comes across like a crumpled washcloth. 
Her jokes fall flat; her narration is tone- 
deaf. It's frustrating because Barrymore 
can do better—and this screenplay 
deserves the best. Hardwicke has a hard- 
earned emotional intelligence about the 
complexity of female friendship. Milly has 
two children and a husband, relationships 
of permanence due to blood and paper¬ 
work. But her relationship with Jess is a 
daily choice, and I became so invested 
in it that I spent the last twenty minutes 
blubbering into my scarf. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE PEANUTS MOVIE Yes, it's 3-D 
computer animation, and yes, it shows us 
more of the face of Charlie Brown's Little 
Red-Haired Girl than you ever thought 
you would see. But the news, for the most 
part, is good: The Peanuts Movie is much 
closer in spirit to Charles Schulz's half- 
century comic-strip masterpiece than, say, 
new episodes of The Simpsons are to the 
spirit of Matt Groening. The story—con¬ 
cocted by Craig and Bryan Schulz, sons of 
Charles, and Cornelius Uliano—is low-key 
Schulz stuff involving crushes, ice-skating, 
book reports, a school dance, and all the 
anxiety such everyday life stirs in our 
hero. Lucy rhapsodizes about the nickels 
she earns for her psychiatric advice, the 
hero mopes that nobody likes him, and the 
film has more moments of stillness and 
sadness than you would ever expect from 
a studio kids picture. There's too much 
WWI dogfighting, but that's the same as it 
ever was. What's surprising—even won¬ 
drous—is how often Schulz's precisely 
crooked line work informs the big-budget 
gloss. It's there in the tufts of dust kicked 
up by Pig-Pen and the lumpish globs of 
snowflakes. But most importantly it's in 
the faces, in the mouths and eyes and 
Schulzian worry lines, all sketched in with 
the raw expressiveness of pen on paper. 
Congratulations to director Steve Martino 
and his team: When's the last time a com¬ 
puter-animated feature showcased the 
power of cartooningl As for the story, the 
process of adapting Peanuts has been that 
of softening it. Charlie Brown onscreen 
always gets a happy ending, and that's no 
more a betrayal of the strip's honesty here 


than it was in A Charlie Brown Christmas.

SPECTRE With Spectre —the twenty-fourth 
James Bond picture and the fourth and 
probably final one to feature Daniel Craig 
as 007—director Sam Mendes takes a tip, 
perhaps unwittingly, from Hitchcock, as 
well as from Orson Welles' Touch of Evil: 
The picture opens in Mexico City, with a 
regal, ambitious, Wellesian tracking shot 
that begins in the midst of a Day of the 
Dead parade and eventually finds its way 
to Craig's Bond, standing in the crowd. 

He's wearing a holiday-appropriate cos¬ 
tume, a sexy-threatening skull mask and a 
black topcoat with a silkscreened skele¬ 
ton's spine winding up the back. There's a 
masked beauty on his arm, but who's look¬ 
ing at her ? The camera trails the couple 
as they trek through the reveling masses, 
and it's impossible to take your eyes off 
that spine, a sensuous, rippling, imaginary 
X-Ray of the man beneath. We don't 
really need to see through Daniel Craig's 
clothes, because eventually he does take 
at least some of them off. But dressed or 
un-, he's the chief pleasure to be had in 
Spectre, along with the joys of gazing at 
the feral-flower beauty of Lea Seydoux (as 
Madeleine Swann, the headstrong psy¬ 
chologist Bond falls for), Monica Bellucci 
(who appears only briefly, as an Italian 
widow in a merry widow), and the radi¬ 
ant charmer Naomie Harris (who again 
plays MI6 administrative assistant Miss 
Moneypenny). Spectre on the whole is 
gorgeous, but there's enough plot here for 
six movies, and the picture groans under 
the weight. Still, if this really is Craig's last 
go-round in a 007 dinner jacket and bow 
tie, let's make the most of it by objectifying 
his beauty to the max. (PG-13) Stephanie

THE 33 How do you dramatize the unthink¬ 
able? On Aug. 5,2010,33 Chilean miners 
were trapped when the 100-year-old gold 
and copper mine in which they were work¬ 
ing collapsed around them. For weeks, no 
one knew if they were alive or dead. But 
69 days later, after a team of international 
drilling experts had worked around the 
clock, every one was brought safely to 
the surface. The 33, directed by Patricia 
Riggen, makes a valiant effort to tell this 
harrowing story onscreen, and there are 
moments when every shifting plate clicks 
right into place. In the end, though, the pic¬ 
ture stumbles, and it may not completely 
be the fault of the filmmakers. Unless you 
drastically alter the details of real life, they 
don't always translate meaningfully to the 
screen. But at the very least, The 33 errs 
on the side of honorability in telling the 
men's stories. Riggen takes great care in 
setting the scene, underscoring just how 
much these dirty, dangerous jobs mean to 
these men, among them Dario (Juan Pablo 
Raba), an alcoholic who has become 
estranged from his only family member, his 
sister, Maria (Juliette Binoche, in a stock 
earth-mother role), and Edison (Jacob 
Vargas), a jovial Elvis impersonator. The 
picture was filmed in the Atacama Desert, 
just kilometers away from the actual mine; 
cinematographer Checco Varese captures 
the rugged, dispiriting beauty of the place, 
all golden and dry, like a forgotten planet. 
The action toggles between the story of 
the trapped men below and the families 
and rescuers waiting and working above; 
ironically, one of the chief problems with 
77je33isthat when we're above ground, 
we long to be below, with the men. (PG-

Algorithms From the Heart 

OCMA’s latest exhibit proves the truth of art is all about the math

W hile the government 
combs through your 
phone messages and 
emails for potentially 
dangerous buzzwords, in the West Coast 
premiere of “R. Luke DuBois—Now” at 
Orange County Museum of Art (OCMA), 
artist R. Luke Dubois cares about the 
mundane. He created algorithms that 
scan through dating profiles, messages 
on Craigslist and Billboard Top 100 lists, 
mining the data of love, lust, politics and 
pop culture to create art from our collec¬ 
tive loneliness. 

For A More Perfect Union, DuBois 
aggregated 19 million dating-site profiles 
throughout the United States to create 
a map of the words that individuals use 
to describe themselves, replacing the 
names of cities with the most common 
words from their profiles. Each map is 
an eyeful, bursting with unusual descrip¬ 
tions, but even random words from the 
top of the state and the bottom can be 
revelatory: one end of Texas has the 
word “boots” while the other “godly,” 
with Los Angeles’ descriptions use “sui¬ 
cidal” and “screenplay.” 

The detached, analytical feel to DuBois’ 
work benefits its McLuhan-esque “cool” 
commentary, so expect to do a little work 
on your walk-through, especially when it 
comes to parsing Matthew McLendon’s 
occasionally impenetrable curator notes 
about the science and mathematics behind 
the programming. I often felt I wasn’t 
as smart as the artist—and that’s okay 
because I like my artists to be smarter than 
me—but the notes brought up more ques¬ 
tions than answers. I had to go online after 
the fact and read through the detailed 
museum catalog to discover DuBois’ pro¬ 
cess. One wishes there had been a bit more 
of that available in the exhibition itself. 
Nowhere is that more obvious than in 
Billboard, an amalgamation of No. 1 songs 
since 1958, with the number of weeks each 
song is represented lasting only seconds. 
There are notes about “spectral averag¬ 
ing,” musical “color” and “sonority” as 
almost 50 years of songs play over the iPod 
loop, but non-musicians will need better 
definitions to grapple with the complexity 
of the art in front of us. 

As is often the case with OCMA, the 
video work presented is stellar, even if the 
seating provided sabotages the presenta¬ 
tion of that work. (Pop) Icon: Britney is a 
60-minute loop of Britney Spears’ music 
videos playing on an LCD in an elegant 
baroque frame. Reminiscent of the creepy 
photorealistic paintings of Jesus whose 
eyes follow you about the room, the video 
has been manipulated so that her eyes are 


locked into the same space on the frame, 
while the remaining action in the video 
blurrily shifts around her morphing vis¬ 
age. The songs have been stripped away, 
leaving just her vocals, which are filtered 
through reverb so they’re indistinguish¬ 
able from the soundtrack of a 1950s 
science-fiction film. 

The 50-second loop of Playboy mod¬ 
els in the artist’s 2006 Play gives us 
decades of female beauty—or, at least, 
Hugh Hefner’s idea of what that was— 
flashing in front of us, as hairstyles, 
makeup, lighting and eye-fucking the 
camera changes over the years. It’s a 
short, sweet, even sexy chance to time 
travel. Academy works in a similar way: 
a 76-minute video of the first 75 years 
of Oscar-winning best pictures, with the 
entirety of each film compressed into an 
individual minute. I found it intriguing 
and would have watched for a longer 
period if the museum had provided seat¬ 
ing. And in Acceptance, Mitt Romney 
and Barack Obama deliver speeches 
in which 85 percent of the words they 
use—according to DuBois—are the same. 
As one video plays, the other skips and 
fast-forwards to catch up whenever 
there are words in common. The con¬ 
tinuous loop mocks the never-ending 
speeches and rhetoric of political cam¬ 
paigns, but it also feeds into the tired 
trope that there isn’t that much differ¬ 
ence between the two parties. 

I was especially fascinated by Hindsight

Is Always 20/20, a series of letterpress 
prints commissioned for the 2008 Demo¬ 
cratic Convention. Patterned after Snel¬ 
len eye charts, Dubois has replaced the 
chart’s letters with the 66 most commonly 
used words in the State of the Union 
speeches by each president from George 
Washington to George W. Bush. The artist 
describes it as a “Constitutionally man¬ 
dated piece of political theater,” and it’s 
an often-acute visual summation of each 
president’s career in one simple poster. 
Washington’s most used word? “Gentle¬ 
men.” The younger Bush’s? “Terror.” 

In an era in which we binge-watch 
television shows in mere days and skip 
from one idea to the next via hyperlinks, 
in which the artistic resources of the 
past—its music, films and books—are all 
immediately available, as we fast-forward 
through the dull parts of our lives to get to 
the good part, the title of Dubois’ exhibi¬ 
tion couldn’t be more apt. Consume, stuff 
yourself, taking just what you need from 
each piece, and then move on to the next, 
until you feel a little like reminiscing and 
come back and do it all over again. Wel¬ 
come to “Now.”

R.I.P., the Pizz 

W here would underground art be 
today without the Pizz? The 0C- 
born, Long Beach-based artist rocked us 
with his crazy, surreal paintings, comics, 
prints, tattoo flash and album covers, 
bringing lowbrow art to relevance and 
becoming a pioneer of "cartoon expres¬ 
sionism." With his tragic passing this past 
August, his loss leaves a cavernous hole 
within local and global art circles. 

As soon as he could hold a pen, Ste¬ 
phen "The Pizz" Pizzurro became heavily 
invested in drawing. He dropped out of 
school at 17 to pursue his first big job 
and would later establish working rela¬ 
tionships with two of his heroes, Ed "Big 
Daddy" Roth and Zap Comix originator 
and Juxtapoz magazine founder Robert 
Williams. The Pizz merged those artists' 
visual styles forthe punk-rock genera¬ 
tion—first in his album covers for music 
label Sympathy for the Record Industry 
and later in his own original work, which 
stands as a vibrant intersection of fan¬ 
tastical worlds: Tex Avery cartoons, tiki 
totems, '50s jungle exotica, '60s beatniks, 
surfing, souped-up hot rods, pinups, film 
noir, bikers and more. He wasn't called 
the "Lord of Lowbrow" for nothing. 

Although Kustom Kulture was his 
wheelhouse, he'd surprise you every 
now and then by turning out a series 
of comical trading cards of serial kill¬ 
ers, skateboard or ski designs, or even 
ceramicware forthe Ruby's Diner chain. 
Whatever surface or material the project 
required, the Pizz met it with his unique 
imagination, humor and a Technicolor 
gloss cranked to its highest intensity. 
Every painting and objetd'artwas unfil¬ 
tered, outrageous kitsch that screamed, 
"Go! Go! Go!" The same wellspring of 
primal creativity that drove the Pizz to pur¬ 
sue art at 17 continued well into his 50s. 

It's tough to come to terms with the 
loss of a talent as influential on Southern 
California's art scene as the Pizz's. He 
was the fuzzy-chinned, lovable weirdo 
who, in his words, was "the industrious 
vermin gnawing at the cheese of estab¬ 
lished convention." Keep gnawing at the 
Pearly Gates, Pizz.

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Tatting the Tfos 

Niz Carrillo carries on his family’s legacy

I used to see tattoos all the time 
growing up,” Niz Carrillo says. 
“I guess when you grow up in 
the hood, it’s more acceptable.” 
Carrillo, now 32, grew up in the El 
Modena neighborhood in Orange. He’d had 
a little experience in the graffiti world, but it 
wasn’t until seven years ago that he decided 
to start inking people as a career. “Once I 
started tattooing, I just couldn’t stop,” Car¬ 
rillo says. “I was in love with the black and 
gray, but now I do some color and some cus¬ 
tom script and lettering.” 

These days, Carrillo tattoos out of a pri¬ 
vate studio. While there are hundreds of 
artists doing similar styles in the area, one 
of his favorite tricks is something many ink 
slingers don’t have the guts for. “I like to 
freehand a lot of tattoos,” Carrillo says. “The 
people I freehand on are the ones who make 
me comfortable to do it. They trust me to 
do it, so I wouldn’t try it if I couldn’t tackle 
it. You have to stay super-focused and make 
sure your work is all super-clean.” 

Carrillo is a big believer in many of the 
old-school traditions of the industry. He says 
that although tattooing’s mainstream popu¬ 
larity has helped it become more socially 
acceptable, it has also led to a lot of people 
getting into the industry for the wrong 
reason. “People do it because they want to 
be cool and make money, and they forget

to practice and do their homework,” Car¬ 
rillo says. “I thought it was just going to be 
cool, but I learned pretty fast it’s a cutthroat 
industry and you have to work really hard. 
Anyone who gets into tattoos, whether it’s as 
an artist or a model or whatever, they need 
to respect it.” 

Considering that much of Carrillo’s family 
was tattooed in the ’90s—including a cousin 
whose face even sports some ink—people 
look at them a little differently now than 
they used to. 

“People used to be like, ‘Oh, my God, what 
the fuck are you doing?”’ Carrillo says. “Now, 
they see that we’re still people underneath 
the tattoos. My whole family has tattoos— 
jacked-up ones, too—so they’ve loved it since 
I was little. I still tattoo my cousins, my dad 
and my brother. I’m still trying to get my 
mom in here, but she likes to tell me I look 
like a newspaper.”

Hip-Hop Heroines 

Womyn In Hip-Hop Gathering channels feminine energy as a fifth element

N o matter the era, the struggle 
over the coveted rap crown is 
all too often between would- 
be kings. While the brothers 
try to best one another, a sisterhood of 
queens takes center stage at the second 
Womyn In Hip-Hop Gathering in Santa 
Ana this weekend. The event showcases 
the four elements of the culture—emcee¬ 
ing, graffiti, breaking and deejaying—from 
a woman’s practice and perspective. 

All of the scheduled performers have 
dabbled in different aspects of hip-hop 
before honing in on their chosen craft. 

“It’s part of our nature to try a little bit of 
everything,” says West Coast underground 
legend and self-proclaimed “Gangsta 
Goddess” Medusa, as she sips coffee on 
the patio of the Gypsy Den in Costa Mesa. 
“In hip-hop, I started pop-locking, but 
even before that, I sang in a choir.” The 
rapper counts her aunt Billie Rae Calvin, 


a vocalist with the Undisputed Truth, as 
a major songwriting inspiration; the ’70s 
Motown group added a psychedelic flair 
to soul, complementing their sound with 
their unique fashion. Medusa herself 
sports a modest Mohawk fin sculpted in 
her auburn Afro. She wears an unzipped 
sports sweater draped over a bikini top, 
and a four-fingered ring shines with her 
stage name. 

The passion for “word power,” as 
Medusa puts it, led her to become an MC, 
but she spent a brief stint popping-and- 
locking as a student at Buena Park High 
School. “I was one of three black people 
[at the school],” Medusa says. “It just so 
happened two of them were pop-lockers. 

I fell in better with the cholas than I did 
with anybody else, so that’s who I hung 
with.... We used to go to Knott’s Berry 
Farm all the time. Every weekend, I was at 
Studio K!”

In her mid-20s, Medusa landed behind 
bars after hustling with falsified docu¬ 
ments. Her fellow inmates were mostly 
locked up for drug and prostitution 
crimes. “Without tapping into your true 
passion, you’d end up doing anything just 
to survive,” Medusa says. “When I got out 
of there, I decided that I’m going to be 
that voice and make a clear decision not to 
end up a statistic.” 

She found better surroundings when 
her cousin Coco took her to the Good Life 
Cafe, an early-’90s health-food center and 
cultural incubator of the West Coast’s fin¬ 
est underground rappers. “We got a jazz 
track from a friend of ours and wrote the 
song ‘Power of the P/ and we rocked one 
night,” Medusa recalls. “The rest is kind 
of history. They gravitated to that song 
like it was pussy!” 

After the Good Life Cafe came to an 
end, Medusa became more active in 


Project Blowed, its Leimert Park spinoff. 
During the past two decades, she has 
spread her legacy across the globe. Shar¬ 
ing the Santa Ana stage with Medusa this 
weekend will be Maya Jupiter, a Chicana 
rapper raised in Australia. A promoter 
friend of Jupiter’s brought Project Blowed 
alums Aceyalone and Abstract Rude to 
tour Down Under starting in the late ’90s, 
which is when she learned of Medusa. “I 
still want her to come to Australia,” Jupi¬ 
ter says. “Trust me, it’s a dream.” 

As a teenager in Sydney, Jupiter attended 
the Urban Expressions festival. “They 
had events all around town,” Jupiter says. 
“They had breaking in the central park, 
exhibits on graffiti artists, cyphers and all 
kinds of things.” She immediately started 
b-girling after that. “I also painted a wall 
once, and I was terrible,” Jupiter admits. 

Relying on the radio and record stores 
for imported albums, she jumped at 
chances to see U.S. rappers perform in her 
country. “Salt-N-Pepa was one of the first 
concerts I went to, and it made such an 
impression on me because I’ve never seen 
women so empowered, in control and free,” 
she says. Jupiter was later signed to all¬ 
female hip-hop label Mother Tongues and 
put on events in Sydney much like Santa 
Ana’s Womyn In Hip-Hop Gathering. 

The Womyn In Hip-Hop Gathering 
isn’t just to celebrate veterans such as 
Medusa and Maya Jupiter; it also brings 
them together with younger artists such 
as LilyBreeze. Inspired by her mambo- 
dancing father, LilyBreeze joined a hip- 
hop dance group in junior high. Versa- 
Style Dance co-founder Jackie Lopez 
took her under her wing soon after. She 
learned different styles but only started 
breaking three years ago. “I’ve always had 
an attraction to it, but I was too scared 
to try it because breaking culture is very 
male-dominated,” LilyBreeze says. “At 
the same time, it motivated me to prove to 
myself and others that I can do it.” 

Rounding out the Womyn in Hip-Hop 
Gathering lineup is MC CHHOTIMAA, 
DJ J-Heart, and graffiti artists Cora One 
and Sivap. Organized by Zuleica Zepeda— 
a Santa Ana photographer, poet, artist and 
activist—this is more than just another 
gig. “I’m a huge hip-hop-head. I wanted 
to combine both hip-hop and bringing 
women [together] to create a space of 
empowerment,” Zepeda says. “I feel like 
there was a need for that kind of space 
in my community. When there’s a lack of 
[something], you’ve got to create it.” 

“It’s rare to see,” Medusa says. “We’re 
all different shades of light—MCs might 
be white, graff artists might be a purple 
light, the dancers might be a yellow—but 
when it all comes together, it becomes a 
rainbow collective of light!”

L iving with autism is a challenge. 

People diagnosed with autism— 
or one of the many afflictions 
that fall under the umbrella diag¬ 
nosis of autism spectrum disorder (ASD)— 
can face a range of obstacles that make 
it difficult for them to enjoy things other 
people take for granted. And their loved 
ones can also face challenges while trying 
to help them enjoy all that life has to offer. 

Then a New York Times article show¬ 
cased an impassioned plea from an actor 
performing in a theatrical production of 
The King and I. An autistic boy suffered 
an extreme reaction to a violent scene in 
the musical; what stood out to the actor 
was the intolerance and condemnation 
the rest of the audience showed to the 
boy’s mother for taking him to the theater. 
In the past few years, the Theatre Devel¬ 
opment Fund has sponsored sensory- 
friendly programming to make the the¬ 
atergoing experience more enjoyable. 

And now the Segerstrom Center for the 
Arts has joined the initiative. On Oct. 31, 
Tall Stories Theater Co. performed Room 
On the Broom at Segerstrom’s Samueli 
Theater. It was the first of three shows 
in the 2015-16 Family Series to incorpo¬ 
rate theatrical modifications to make the 
entertainment more accessible to people 
with autism and other developmental 
disorders. Precautions were taken to 
reduce sound levels, especially loud and 
frightening noises; special adjustments to 
the stage and house lighting were made to 
facilitate more relaxed and safe environ¬ 
ments; and seating space was added to 
allow for movement or an easy exit dur¬ 
ing the performance, if necessary. Links 
to online supplemental performance 
guides can be accessed by ticketholders, 


providing families with background on 
the performers and the story, as well as 
information about the lighting and sound 
cues, song lists, length of the production, 
and recommended ages. 

“Over the course of time, we have 
noticed that there are many families that 
have these kinds of needs, and we’ve got¬ 
ten letters from some families who were 
hoping for this kind of programming,” 
says Talena Mara, Segerstrom Center’s 
vice president of education. 

Those letters inspired the Segerstrom 
staff to get the ball rolling. “From there, 
we formed an advisory board of some 
local organizations and folks who are 
involved in the autism community just 
to see, scale-wise, what type of shows we 
should be doing,” says Alex Jones, the 
center’s director of educaton. 

According to Mara, arts and cultural 
centers are increasingly being called upon 
to provide such sensory-friendly program¬ 
ming. “We are deeply aware of the sensory 
problems that kids have on a fairly signifi¬ 
cant scale in the education world,” she 
says. “And so we knew that it wasn’t just a 
tiny little group of people that were calling 
for this; it actually is a much larger group 
than most people would be aware of.” 

Mara looks forward to expanding the 
program beyond the Family Series. “Our 
Family Series was a perfect place to start 
[because they] are for smaller audiences, 
so we could sort of find out what the pro¬ 
cess is and how it is impactful and effec¬ 
tive in a smaller environment,” she says. 
“Probably next year, we will add a much 
larger show—maybe one in Segerstrom 
Hall—to the list, and who knows where it 
goes from there?”

If You Don’t Like It, 
Change It! 

F or the past few years, Thee Rain Cats 
have been a relative fixture in the OC 
music scene. Known for their energetic 
rock, the band built a steady, devoted fol¬ 
lowing. But something funny happened 
on the way to the summit: Between the 
revolving door of band members and 
a sound that didn't quite fit what they 
wanted, Thee Rain Cats realized they 
needed to reboot. After listening to the 
recording of a yet-to-be titled album, Caleb 
Palomo, Miguel Gomez and company knew 
that what they once were didn't exist any¬ 
more. They then took the bold step toward 
becoming Channel. 

"No one really agreed on changing the 
name and starting fresh or whatever," 

Gomez recalls. "We had a good reputation, 
but after we recorded, we realized we didn't 
sound like how we used to sound. After a 
while, no one could come up with a name, 
and one of our friends said we should call 
ourselves Channel, which we all hated at 
first, then we eventually came to dig it." 

The band are now honing and polishing 
their recordings. Focusing primarily on the 
improvisational nature of their free-flowing 
songwriting sessions in their new studio 
in an industrial part of Fullerton, the band 
come up with a core idea that serves as 
a foundation before building up from the 
rhythm section. "It's a different process for 
us," Gomez explains. "We don't really com¬ 
mit to a full idea or do little ideas and piece 
them together as we go. It's a little difficult, 
but it also gets our brains going." 

Channel describe their new sound as 
Technicolor rock, blending vintage garage 
rock of the '60s with more drawn-out synth

pop in the same vein as Echo and the Bunny- 
men, New Order and Gary Numan. It's some¬ 
thing different than Thee Rain Cats' material. 

"They were topsy-turvy songs that we 
were sometimes able to pull off live; other 
times, it was a little too much for people," 
Gomez says. "That's why we wanted to go in 
a different pop direction, and hopefully, peo¬ 
ple will stick around and not be confused." 

Since the change, the band, now a fully 
functioning quintet, have performed a hand¬ 
ful of shows. Though they haven't played 
anything from Thee Rain Cats' catalog, 
according to Gomez, the response has been 
positive. Channel have completed nearly 
two albums, and they're shopping around 
the first one with the hopes of landing a 
label deal. They've been concentrating 
on recording, continuously cranking out 
new material (though the band members 
sometimes get distracted by the nearby 601 
Gentlemen's Club). 

"We're more of a band that can play on a 
good stage now," Gomez says. "Playing par¬ 
ties now seems kind of crazy. We're trying 
to focus on playing the good stuff."
